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Big Supplemental Budget Bill 
Slated To Pass House Today

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
Indiana House of Representa­ 
tives today was expected to 
pass and send to the Senate a 
supplemental budget that pro­ 
poses spending an additional $33 
million or more to augment the 
main 
$4 
billion 
budget 
for 
1973-75 passed a year ago. 
The House sat as a committee 
of the whole this morning to 
work on the three budget bills 
that underwent several changes 
in the House Ways and Means 
Committee Monday and addi­ 
tional changes in a Republican 
majority caucus of the House 
Tuesday. 
More 
changes 
are 
likely in action today in the en­ 
tire House and again in the Sen­ 
ate before the three budget bills 
reach Governor Bowen's desk. 
Recognition of the increasing 
costs of fuel, food, and other 
utilities beyond what the 1973 
Legislature anticipated is con­ 
tained in a total of $4 million 
added for this purpose. The 
GOP House caucus added $2 
million for additional fuel costs 
for public schools in its Tues­ 
day evening review. 
The supplemental budget also 
contains $1 million additional 
fuel and utilities costs for state- 
supported universities and an­ 
other $1 million as an em er­ 
gency fund for institutional and

The caucus was breaking up 
Tuesday evening at the time 
Rep. W illiam S. Latz R-Fort 
Wayne, ranking member of the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, undertook to add $500,- 
000 in state funds to match an 
expected $4 million in federal 
funds for a community correc­ 
tion center at Fort Wayne. In­ 
dications were this would be 
proposed as an amendment to­ 
day. 
The biggest item in the sup­ 
plemental budget still remains 
a proposal to spend $16 million 
for expanding and im proving 
state parks and recreational fa­ 
cilities. Largest proposed proj­ 
ects within the Department of 
Natural Resources appropriation 
would be $5 million for a new 
Wyandotte Woods park in Har­ 
rison and Craw ford Counties, 
$2.5 million for Potato Creek 
Park near South Bend and $2 
million for Harmonic Park at 
New Harmony. 
This supplem ental construc­ 
tion, rehabilitation and repair 
budget bill, which came to the 
House floor at $22 million, also 
includes additional appropria­ 
tions of smaller sums for state 
hospitals and correctional insti­ 
tutions, all under $1 million ex­ 
cept for $1.1 million for Mus­ 
ca tatuck State Hospital. Includ­ 
ed in the corrections section is 
$500,000 for a cell house heating 
system at the Indiana State 
Prison and $350,(1» for a maxi­ 
mum security unit 
Police Headquarters Cut 
The Indiana State police sup­ 
plemental appropriation, as pro­ 
posed by Bowen, had contained 
$1.1 million for lease-rental of 
a new state police headquarters 
building at former Sky Harbor 
airport in eastern Marion Coun­ 
ty. But the Ways and Means 
Committee knocked this out be­ 
cause some lawmakers thought 
the state police headquarters 
should remain in the downtown 
governmental complex and this 
was a way to mandate a review' 
of the previous administrative 
decision. 
Still in the budget as it came 
to the House today was $2.88 
million for northwest and south­ 
west area state police headquar­ 
ters and a district headquarters 
at Charlestown plus rehabilita­ 
tion of the Ligonier post. Dur­ 
ing the caucus, some represen­ 
tatives thought the two north­ 
west and southwest area head­ 
quarters should be eliminated 
until an actual site is finally de­ 
termined but they did not pre­ 
vail 
The bill which contains the 
supplement for operating costs 
came to the House at a total of 
11 1 million in additional new 
money but also contains various 
reallocations of tunds 
Among 
these are revisions within the 
Department of Public Welfare... 
“ It is not the intention of the 
General Assembly 
to appro­ 
priate any new' money to the 
Department of Public Welfare,'” 
the bill states. ‘‘Rather it is the 
intention of the General Assem­ 
bly to redistribute amounts pre­ 
viously appropriated ” 
The $1 million for additional 
operating 
expenses for state 
universities and the $940,'000 for 
the CAP are in this bill also. 
Also contained in the supple­ 
mental operating bill is $500,000 
for a fuel rationing contingency 
fund. 
The third of the three budget 
bills is a transfer of $15 million 
from the Local Road and Street 
Account to the State Highway 
Commission for the purpose of 
accelerating the interstate high­ 
way construction program by 
completing it in four years in­ 
stead of 10 years. A schedule 
of repayment to the local road 
and street fund assumes a first 
return of $3 million June 30, 
1978, ana each June through 
June 30, 1982.

39 Arrested 
In Big I.U. 
Drug Raids 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (UPI) 
— Dozens of law enforcement 
officers hit targets on and near 
the Indiana University campus 
early today in a series of drug 
raids that netted 39 arrests and 
quantities of narcotics. 
State police said the raids, 
which began at midnight and 
continued into the early-morning 
hours, produced arrests of 23 
persons on federal warrants and 
16 others on state charges. 
Raiders seized quantities of 
cocaine and marijuana, police 
said. 
Many of those arrested were 
identified, by authorities as stu­ 
dents in the university. 
Those 
arrested 
on 
federal 
charges were taken to Marion 
County 
Jail 
in 
Indianapolis, 
while the group arrested on 
state 
charges 
was 
taken 
to 
Bloomington and Bedford jails. 
Additional arrests were ex­ 
pected, according to officers. 
State police said investigation 
of reported, drug use and traffic 
in the university city began last 
April. 
One 
source 
said the 
total 
number of raiders from federal, 
state and local law enforcement 
agencies was above 75. 
Sources 
indicated 
that 
six 
plain clothes men operating un­ 
der cover made purchases of 
$21,000 worth of ilegal drugs in 
the area since August. 
The federal 
warrants were 
issued at Indianapolis by U. S. 
Magistrate 
Thomas 
J. 
Faul- 
coner. Drug Enforcement Ad­ 
ministration agents served the 
warrants. 
Officials 
said 
one 
agent 
bought six bags of a cocaine 
compound in a pizza stoic in 
Bloomington last Aug. 23 for 
$4,000,

NEED FOR FARM PRODUCTS 
Americans will require the feed and fiber from 
the farm s of the nation in 1974. 
There is every indication that prices will not 
reach the peak proportions of some periods in 1973. 
However, farm ers will plant more acres. This 
can accrue to the advantage of many farmers. 
Agricultural production is affected by the 
weather. The price of commodities is governed by 
supply and demand. 
Even if there should be a slight dip in the 
economy in 1974 as compared to 1973, the nation’s 
population will require food. This is expected to be 
augmented by a strong foreign demand for 
American food products. 
While farm ers will continue to face high costs, 
they should receive satisfactory return for their 
effort and investment. 
Government payments will be reduced. However, 
these are of less importance, if market prices 
remain relatively high. 
The public has begun to realize that the era of 
cheap food prices such as prevailed early in 1970 
has terminated. 
The market quotations for hogs may dip 
somewhat but they will be far in excess of the 
period less than five yean ago, when the price was 
in the $17-$19 range per 100 pounds. The price of 
cattle is expected to be favorable to producers. 
Prior to 1970, farmers were not receiving their 
share of the dollar income in the nation. 
The situation has changed since that period. It 
appears now that agricultrre will be among the 
more favored segments of the nation’s economy. 
Rising farm income should be of definite benefit 
to the economy of counties in Indiana and other 
states with a high agricultural production both in 
crops and livestock.

Supreme Court Upholds Ruling 
Given By Indiana Court Of Appeals 
OL jCuJder Side 


By DICK WEST 
INDIANAPOLIS (U P I) - The 
Indiana Supreme Court said cur­ 
rent Indiana High School Ath­ 
letic Association rules denying 
one year of eligibility in some 
cases to students transferring 
from, 
one 
school 
to 
another 
were too broad. 


The 
court, 
in 
a 4-1 ruling 
Monday, 
upheld 
the 
Indiana 
Court of Appeals’ reversal of a 
Monroe County court's denial of 
a 
preliminary i n j u n c t i o n 
brought by a form er student of 
the now nonexistent Blooming­ 
ton 
University 
High 
School 
against his principal and Phil 
N. Eskew, IHSAA commission­ 
er. 
The case involved Warren B. 
Sturrup 
who 
moved 
in 
1971 
from Miami, Fla., to Blooming­ 
ton to live with his brother be­ 
cause of alleged “ demoralizing 
and detrimental conditions” at 
his home 
and 
school 
in the 
southern state. 
Sturrup was denied eligibility 
to participate in athletics, fol­ 
lowing 
a 
conference 
between 
Eskew and principal Robert M. 
Mahan, based upon IHSAA rules 
as they interpreted them. 
The supreme court in an opin­ 
ion written by Justice Donald 
Hunter, 
said, 
“ the bylaws in 
question „ ., ., suffer from a seri­ 
ous constitutional infirmity.” 
The rules say a student will 
be 
denied 
eligibility 
for one 
year if he transfers from one 
member school to another, un­ 
less the parents change their 
residence to the second school 
district. 
The court noted, “ the objec­ 
tive of the IHSAA bylaws re­ 
garding transferee eligibility is 
to preserve the integrity of in­ 
ters cholas tic athletics by mini­ 
mizing recruitment, proselyting, 
and school ‘jumping’ for athletic 
reasons. We believe that such 
practices 
at 
the high 
school 
level are despicable and odious 
and 
should, 
if 
possible, 
be 
eliminated by 
any reasonable 
method available.” 
However, the court added, the 
IHSAA bylaws “ are unreason­ 
able in 
that they sweep too 
broadly 
in 
their 
proscription 
and, hence, violate the Equal 
Protection Clause of the 14th. 
Amendment.” 
The rules in question limit 
eligibility to those students who 
move 'with their parents “free 
of undue influence and to those 
whose move is necessitated by 
‘unavoidable circu m s t a n c e s 
free of undue influences,” 
“ The bylaws,” the court said, 
“ in essence, create an irrebut­ 
table conclusion of law' that all 
other transferees have been the 
victims of unscrupulous prac­ 
tices. This is precisely where 
the rules sweep too broadly, 
they 
create 
an over-inclusive 
class . . . 
“ The rules as presently con­ 
stituted penalize a student-ath- 
lete who wishes to transfer for 
academic or religious reasons 
or for 
any number of other 
legitim ate reasons. Surely, de­ 
nying eligibility to such trans­ 
ferees 
in 
no 
way 
furthers 
IHSAA objectives.” 
The court said testimony in 
the case, which is moot since 
Bloomington University no long­ 


er exists nor is Sturrup still a 
high school student, showed the 
youth lived in a two-bed room
